A Mamiuotb Tu»k. 


A huge tusk from Alaska has just 


arrived at a Pearl- streot" wiy-shoute. 
It was brought from the northern por- 
tion of the territory by a Norwegian 
clergyman, who was detailed ia 1896 
by the government to accompany a 
reindeer expedition into the 
Yukon 


country. The tusk is said by scientific 
experts pf the Untrersity of Minnesota 
to be from 3,000 to 5,000 years old. It 
was found sticking out of the bank of 
a river, absolutely black from age and 
outside decay; near it -were the teeth 
and head of the mammoth, but 
no. 


skeleton. As it lies in the warehouse 
it presents a circular shape extending 
from base to tip tea and two-thirds 
feet 
It is estimated that the broken 


tip had a projection of flJty inches, 
which would have brought the total 
length to fifteen feet la ita present 
condition the tusk weighs 175 pounds,- 
Tha hollow portion at the larger end 
is plainly shown 
Experts have said 


that the circumference of the base, now 
twenty-eignt 
inches, was formerly 


larger by a layer of an inch and a half; 
but that much half-decayed matter 
was, injudiciously scraped away, leav- 
ing *be ivory a smooth surface. The 
owner does not desire to aiaks a cctn- 
meru.il disposition of the tusk, but 
he has communicated with, the Smith- 
sonian Institution in regard to it.

A retnarka- 
b!a thing ahont this plant Is 'that if 
you cut into a.-Jialf-grpwn stalk-near 
the root, or cny p.irt of the stalk, -a 
small blossom, or bunch of bananas, 
fully formed -will soon shoot through 
the cut, but If ..allowed to grc?y -w-ill 
never reach any market value. JTany 
people afSmi that the banana and the 
plantain are the same fruit, but this is 
incorrect; although, tney grow like the 
banana an . es^erienced person 
can 


readily distinguish tho. difference by 
the color as -A el! as by the size of tie

grows in a bunch, but -pith only two OT 
three iiacds to the btinch, and eacte 
finger or individual plantain is as large 
again as the banana and Is more of..a.
